Results of the Macdo- 
nald Students' Council 
Elections of Friday. Octo- 
ber 4th were posted late 
Friday, stating that the 
1 963 Councillor for Agri- 
culture is Barry Stephen, 
and that the 1963 Coun- 
cillor for Home Econo- 
mics is Pat Brennan. Dar- 
rell Wood was elected 
Councillor from Post Gra- 
duate Studies by accla- 
mation, and acceoted this 
position at the Students' 
Society Meetin<? of Sep- 
tember 30th. The elec- 
tions results were accom- 
panied by the announce- 
ment that a revote wa^ to 
be held Wednesday. Oc- 
tober 9th for the Educa- 
tion Representative, as 
the top candidate did not 
receive a large enough 
majority of the votes to 
take office. (Results of 
vote not available at time 
of printing) . 

Of all students regist- 
ered at Macdonald Colle- 
ge, 6A% showed up at 
the polls last Friday to 
cast their vote. Campaig-

EDITORIALS COMMENIS 



Do we need sfudenf government ? Answering 
this question from a resident students viewpoint one 
would unhesitantly say yes, but from a commuters 
viewpoint the answer is not so clear cut. Besides 
providing invaluable experience in public relations 
and administration to a small number of people what*, 
a doubter asks, are the concrete benefits that the 
average student at Macdonald obtains from having 
a strong student government ? 

One can say that central co-ordination Is need« 
ed to run the various sfudent activities successfully 
and that by presenting a united student front to 
administration more consideration will be given to 
student representations. An excellent example of 
this last point is the fact that the administration has 
entrusted the students council with the planning and 
construction of the new coffee shop. Many more 
examples could be brought forth to substanciate the 
claim that Macdonald College does need strong 
student government and is in fact getting It. Why 
then, one might ask, did only 64% of the registered 
students exercise their franchise in the recent 
student elections ? 

The answer to this seemingly baffling paradox 
is not crystal clear but a possible answer lies in the 
fact that the Students Council has not kept in mind 
that twenty five per cent of Macdonald Students are 
commuters. They have no representation or delegate 
to the Students Council. And contrary to the popular 
opinion most of these students are interested in the 
welfare of this college. At the moment they are dis- 
couraged and lack interest in student government 
because not enough consideration has been given 
to their dilemma ; i.e. extra curricular activities are 
now planned at hours which prohibit commuter part*- 
icipation. One way to ensure 100% support of a 
Macdonald Student Government is to bear in mind 
that not all of the student body is so fortunate as to 
live in residence.

Though I am reluctant 
to intrude into student 
discussions, the Book 
Shop was so grossly mis- 
represented in the letter 
from Miss Wales and 
Miss Whiting published 
in last week's issue of the 



*Tailt-Ye Times" that I 
feel that the facts must 
be presented more ob- 
jectively and more fairly. 

The Book Shop has no- 
thing whatever to do 
with the titles or editions 
of books used in the Eng- 
lish 227 course. They 
order whatever books we 
request, and go to a good 
deal of trouble to get the 
particular editions that 
we prescribe. Without 
their co-operation and as- 
sistance our students 
would be obliged to get 
their books through the 
Montreal book shops, 
and often at higher pri- 
ces than they pay here. 
The Shakespeare antho- 
logy that is prescribed for. 
English 200 costs $8.75 
in the College Book Shop, 
but one student p a r d 
$13.75 for the same edi- 
tion in Montreal. 

The Book Shop has 
little control over the 
prices of books. They are 
usually set by the publi- 
sher. 

A College Book of Mo- 
dern Verse which your 
correspondants complain- 
out in particular 

vvob ordered by me after 
a very careful and 
thorough investigation of 
various editions over a 
period of a year. This 
particular book is not pu- 
blished in paper back; if 
it were, we would cer- 
tainly have ordered that 
edition. All other books 
on the course are paper 
back editions. 

I am always glad to 
see your paper used as 
a medium for legitimate 



student complaints. But 
one would hope that any- 
one who has a complaint 
would see that he is fully 
informed on the subject 
at issue so that he won't 
be guilty of making unin- 
formed charges. To accu- 
se the Booik Shop of 
^'underhanded robbery'* 
Is most unjust. Under- 
handed meams **secrete- 
ly ; not above-board," and 
therefore suggests some 
kind of dishonesty, for 
which, it seems to me, 
your correspondents owe 
the Book Snop an apolo- 
gy.

The primary i uik uon ot ilie Department of Extension 
IS to take the campus to the communitv and vice versa 
It informs the different faculties of people, businesses and 
mstitutions, of results and answers experiments and ques- 
tions, respectively. Guidance is given in many areas of 
Agriculture, Teaching, and Household Science. In other 
words, if there is a question with an answer tliat you are 
unable to seek out. the Department of Extension is the 
place to go with your question. 

The following are various catagories which the De- 
partment deals with : 

— Bimonthly relea-^^e of events and results of research 
are sent to nearlv four l^inrlroi] fu'\^ st^apers, magazines 
and individuals. 

Aioudav to i^'ridav at 
12:15 is broadcast by C.K.T.S. radio in Sherbrooke.* The 
program ''With An EAr to the Ground" brings news and 
views of the staff of Macdonald Collo^^e to the li^fenor>^ 
in the Sherbrooke area. 

— A series of T.V. telecasts i> M-m- i.rc.cnu'd mix 
year for the fii'^t time. The first topic is "Focus on Fo- 
restry", and will be telecast fi-om :\rar('h n-1."> <»n the 
CBC-T.V. network. 

— The Department of Extension houses the provin- 
cial office of the Quebec Farm Radio Forum Association. 
Each Monday evening from Octobei* 'til April, approxi- 
mately five hundred farmers meet, listen to a radio pro- 
gram and discuss a topic on Canadian Agriculture. The 
results of the discussions are returned to Macdonald Col- 
lege w^here they are analyzed and the opinions of the 
for ums divstributed on a mass basis. 

— There are films available from the Extension Film 
Library for a nominal charge. There are monthlv Mac- 
donald Farm Journals which give articles on agincultural 
development and research at Macdonald College.

Re-visited 



During tlie lasi jew weeks 
tt lot of criticism has been 
directed towards the College 
Bookshop by students here 
on campus. In an attempt to 
clarify the situation we 
talked to the people directly 
concerned with its manage- 
ment and these are the facts 
as presented to us. 

The bookshop is run bv 
Administration for the be- 
nefit of the students. Texts 
necessary for class work are 
determined by the profes- 
sors and ordered bv them 
through the bookstore. The 
professors feel that books 
which are more expenvSive 
now will be of use as refe- 
rence texts in further stu- 
dies. Extra copies of texts 
are ordered as the orders are 
placed for them bv the pro- 
fessors. Prices are detei- 
mined by the publishers and 
these prices are ratified bv 
their representatives at least 
once a year. The bookshop, 
therefore has nothing to do 
with prices chaif^ed for ne- 
cessary texts and folders. In 
fact sometimes shippino 
charges are not even Includ- 



ed in the retail prices. An. 
other student benefit is th# 
sale of bck>ks in the springs 
to clear out those which h»v# 
not been sold the previous 
fall. This can prove advanta* 
geous to students returning 
the following year as h% 
might be able to acquire 
new texts at reduced prices 
rather than second-hand 
ones that might be maiTed 
so as to detract jrom their 
usefulness. Books not on 
the course of study but of 
mterest to the students are 
often ayailable in this way 
too. Articles which are some* 
times more expensive (e.g^ 
pens, file folders) only indi- 
cate better quality than si- 
milar articles in the village 
or elsewhere. 

The Bookshop is a non- 
profit organization, esta- 
blished for the convenience 
of the students. It makes 
texts and supplies available 
at reasonable prices nii well 
as being located close to both 
classes and residences, to the 
great advantage of all stu- 
dents.

For an election to be held, 
there have to be at least two 
candidates for each position. 
Qhis circumstance seems a 



virtual impossibility unless 
the nomination deadline is 
extended. 

Present enrolment in the 
Institute of Education at 
Macdonald College is 807. 
If from this student (teach- 
er) body we cannot field 10 
candidates, I feel that it is 
time to think seriously of 
disbanding the S.T.S. 

No organization at all is 
better than a semi-organ- 
ized group. 

If this organization, when 
functioning, represents on- 
ly Va perhaps of the stu- 
dents it proposes to serve, 
it is an undemocratic and 
therefore useless group. 

This is a small campus 
and should have a high de- 
gree of student participa- 
tion in activities which Is 
not so in the case of the 
S.T.S. Thus, the Student 
Teachers' Society should 
disband. 



A STUDENT UNION 

In the past there have been half serious attempts to ob- 
tain for our campus a student union. It has been felt that 
the need for such as institution was real but not so pressing 
as to require immediate action. For many years we have been 
too large for our social facilities but not large enough to war- 
rant anything better. 

Our special activities such as athletics and our various 
clubs are indeed well organized and efficiently run. They do 
not however provide for our students' leisure time. It is the 
role of union on many university campuses to incorporate 
under one roof all student activities including free time. At 
present our students spend their free time either in our cof 
Lie shop or in certain unmentionable institutions in the town 
cf Ste. Annes where most of them have no legal right to be. 
This is a truly undesirable situation but is as equally unavoid- 
able. 

In the past we have been isolated away from the view 
of the general public but this is no longer the case. We are a 
growing campus in a growing community and as such, our 
actions are becoming more and more subject to appraisal and 
approval of the world outside our gates. We should, there- 
fore, be able to confine our activities entirely to our campus.

may give blood. But those who are over 17 may also with 
written consent from their parents. 

It is hoped that everyone who is alls to give b!ood will 
do so. Blood cannot be manufactured, not can it be replaced 
v.'it!i a synthetic preparation. Only whole blood given through 
{',\e generosity of a donor can be used. Because of the wide 
variety of uses for blood, many pints are needed and used 
daily. Frequently operations must be cancelled at the last 
moment due to insufficient supplies of blood. All types of 
blood are needed, no matter how rare or common t!;e type. 
It is no easier to give blood than to receive it. If we were to 
need the blood badly, then we would be more than anxious 
to receive it. If there was a lack, we would be the first to 
cry. We, the students of Macdonald College, are asked to 
contribute 550 pints of blood. This is only Yi the amount 
required by the hospitals in Quebec for one day. Therefore, 
let us do our part to save lives. Let us show the hospitals that 
we are capable of supplying them with more than Yi the 
blood they need for one day.

You are all studying for your degree, B. Sc. (Agr.), 
will be the abreviated sign of your qualifications when 
you have successfully passed through the four years that 
lie ahead. Since you have, presumably already decided 
upon an "Agricultural Career'', you should realise your 
committment, aim to stick to it and above all gam an 
understanding of the importance of Agriculture in the 
well-being of man. I writ« "Agriculture" in quotation 
marks because the part you will play in this basic occu- 
pation may or may not be, close to the soil itself. But 
whether do the ploughing yourself, give direction to a 
large concern, or join a Government Department that aims 
to sustain and improve Agriculture, the knowledge and 
skill that you gain at Macdonald College will be your 
guide. Just as an army of fighting men must be led by 
fighting officers so you should equip yourself here, in 
mind and body, to be sound Lieutenants of Agriculture.

CLASH 

(McGILL DAILY) - The 
cafeteria at the University 
of Montreal is once more 
open and serving hot meals 
to hungry students at three 
different prices: 65, 75 and 
85 cents. 

The two-week quarrel be- 
tween students and admin- 
istration was brought to a 
close Saturday as university 
authorities re-opened the 
cafeteria with revised me- 
nus and prices. The 75-cent 
meal now sells for 85 cents 
as originally proposed by 
the university. 

However, the cafeteria 
menu has been expanded to 
include slightly less lavish 
meals at reduced rates. Stu- 
dents will be offered three 
meals at three correspond- 
ingly-graded prices. This 
proposition was previously 
rejected by the striking stu- 
dents who have now, at 
least temporarily, accepted 
It. 

The University of Mont- 
veal administration refused 
to comment on the manner 
in which the settlement of 
the strike had been accom- 
plished. It is not known if 
the re-openiiig of the cafe- 
teria and its operation oh 
the triple-price system were 
the result of negotiation 
between leaders of the 
AGEUM and Mgr. Iren6e 
Lussier, university rector, 

nor F UNCERTAIN 

ie Martin, di- 
ivciui Ol higher education 
services in the Department 
of Youth, represented the 
Provincial Government in 
the dispute, but his role In 
its settlement is unknown. 
It was with the Provincial 
Government that the fault 
lay, according to students 
who picketed for lower- 
priced meals and free edu- 
cation during the past 
weeks. 

Their demand for govern- 
ment intervention was not 
met. Despite a partial stu- 
dent boycott of the cafeteria 
on Monday of last week, 
and the shut-down enforced 
by the administration on 
Tuesday morning, the In- 
creased prices were put in- 
to effect. 

As a result of peaceful 
clomonstrations, and a de- 
termined, if abortive effort 
on the part of students to 
start a cafeteria of their 
own, the AGEUM was able 
to obtain concessions from 
the university authorities, 
typified by the institution 
of the multi-priced menu.

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PEP RALLY POST MORTEM WINTER CARNIVAL 



Friday evening, the air filled with the odour of smoul 
dering bulrushes, the annuel Pep Rally prior to the Mac 
Bishops game, got off to a roaring start with the torch 
light parade. Led by the cheerleaders, Mac students, in 
the festive mood whicli prevailed all weekend, wound their 
way from the Main Building to the end of the football field. 
The large crowd of spectatoi^ broke int6 applause and 
cheers as the Bishop's player was burned in effigy. As the 
fast flames devoured the hapless Bishops' player the ciwds 
dashed to the stands to view the rest of the evenings events. 

The Mac Aggies and the Harrier team were introduced 
to an appreciative home crowd. After the last player had 
left the field, two groups of very pi'ofessional-looking young 
ladies ran onto the playing field to do their exercises. The 
warming-up session completed, the annual Senior — Soph 
Home Ec football class was on at the sound of the referee's 
whistle.

Marilva McLennan, the tiny 5*2" 110 lb. Senior half- 
back scored the final touchdown of the game and in so 
doing improved the 18-12 final score a little as far as 
Seniors were concerned. For the second time in the history 
of the game, the Sophs downed the Seniors. (Tt will be 
remembered that last years Sophs, the present Juniors were 
the first team to ever defeat the Seniors.) 

Perhaps the failure to succeed on the part of the 
Seniors could be explained by the fact that their eyes, like 
those of the crowd, wandeied to often to their attractive 
cheerleaders, who Avere enjoying all the pleasant aftei- 
effects of a visit to the local establishment.
